Tue History oF GLOVEs. 


- 


MONG the many interesting and beauti- 
ful objects brought to light recently 
at Loxor was a glove, and, to our 

ent, the glove of 3500 years ago 
ee but slightly from the gloves of our 
time. 

For any early knowledge of the glove we 
must. go to the East. Eastern nations evi- 
dently thought very highly of the glove, for no 
transaction was considered complete unless a 
glove was given by the seller to the buyer, 
and in the days when Ruth gleaned in the 
fields of Boaz the glove or hand-covering 
was termed “shoe,” a title which has come 
down to us in the German 

Our word “ glove’ comes from the Anglo. 
Saxon “ glof’’—viz., hand-covering. From 
the amáin we got the gauntlet glove, and 
to the fierce warriors oí that ae belong 
the dubious honour of devising poisoned 
glove.” In those days gloves were rare 
and expensive, and, no doubt, made a very 
acceptable present, so if a Norman Brave 
wished to rid himself of an adversary he 
sent him a present of gloves into which he 
had infused a subtle poison, which penetrated 
the veins of the wearer and caused death. 
Ts was in this fashion William the Con- 
queror got rid of his enemy Conan, Duke of 
Brittany. 

In the fourteenth century jewelled gloves 
were worn a8 an insignia of rank, ae the 
ease were wont to wear 

g to their vestments. Th Oxford 
ont still preserved the gloves of William of 
Wykeham. They are of red silk, and on the 
back a “glory is embroidered. Gloves 
in these days were very expensive, so, 
naturally, their use was confined to the upper 
classes. It was not until the middle of the 


sixteenth century that their use became 
general. . 

Queen Elizabeth had a penchant for gloves 
of a delicately scented kind, and, as a mark 
of special favour, she was wont to bestow 
them on the gallants of her time. We are 
told that on one occasion she happened to 
drop her glove. The Earl of Cumberiand, 
who was standing near, picked it up. At once 
she bestowed it on him, and with true 
knightly courtesy he caused ‘it to be adorned 
with precious stones and fixed in his helmet. 
Gloges have also been used to express senti- 
ments. For instance, if a lady bestowed her 
right hand glove it meant the recipient had 
her friendship and esteem, but for a — 
to throw his right hand glove on the 
meant a challenge to a combat, and w oe 
picked it up was understood to accept the 
challenge. 

At Cororiations, too, the glove has a piace. 
To the newly- erowned King the Duke of 
Norfolk presents a right hand clove, support- 
ing the arm of the King while it is Rag. 
put on. Then the Primate presents the 
sceptre. The Duke of Norfolk, being the

WHAT ELECTRICITY JS GOING 


TO ACCOMPLISH. - 


Lord Haldane, who has always taken a close 
practical interest in the development. of .clec- 
trical power, was one of the speakers at the 
luncheon of the British Electrical Develop- 
ment Association in London. He ke in 

owing terms of the future of the electrical 
‘Industry, and touched on the great social 
changes which he thinks will follow from the 
cheapening of electrical energy and its use 
in place of steam. He dwelt upon the im- | 
portance of the industry keeping in touch 
with the fruits of the latest scientific research. 
The more people there were in the industry, 
he said, who had come from the Universities, 
the more the industry would be prepared for 
changes that might come quite suddenly and 
might revolutionise it within a few months. 

he Coal Conservation Committee, of which 
he was Chairman five years ago, came to the 
conclusion that the industries of the country, 
which were at present run on 80,000,000 tons 
of coal, could be run on 25,000,000. We could 
not hope to reach that ideal figure, but we 
could move towards that ideal if the public 
could be got to understand what electricity 
was. From that would follow a @reat de 
velopment of electrical power.

THE ORIGINAL DEMAND. 
The employers had agreed, if the men 
accepted the above conditions, to stabilise 
wages and hours for twelve months, but in 
the event of a rejection they reserved the 
right to revert to their original demand, which 
was as follows :— 
(1) An all round cut of 20 per cent. in 
wages which would give tradesmen £2 19s. 3d. 
per week and labourers £2 4s. per week. (2) 
To establish a working week of 47 hours for 
eight months in the year, 44 hours for two 
months, and 415 ho.:s for the remaining two 
months in place of the present. working week 
of 44 hours for ten months in the year, and 
414 hours for the other two months.

new prospect.

The skilled workman in this country was 56 
per cent. worse off than the skilled workman 
in the United States, who had the advantage 
of coal nearer the surface than it was here ; 
but, we had an abundance of electrical power 
that could be used, and when this fact was 
realised there would be an awakening of the 
working classes. There was no industry with 
such a future. He thought that the future 
of the country itself dépended upon it. 

The relative prosperity of the industry in a 
time of trade depression was commented on 
by the President, Mr. W. B. Woodhouse, who 
said it was due largely to the growing appre- 
ciation of electricity as an economic source of 
power. The growth was becoming so enormous 
that in a few years they would be overcome 
by demands for machinery and installation. 
Cheapness would eventually foliow trom abund- 
ance of supply. If electricity was to come into 
common use for cooking peopie must be able 
to hire apparatus as they do from the gas 
companies. 


MARBLE, GRANITE, OR IRISH 
LIMESTONE. 


At a meeting of Cork Reconstruction Com- 
mittee the Town Clerk reported that in accord- 
ance with instructions he had written Messrs. 
Burton concerning the re-building of their 
Patrick street premises, pointing ont that the 
committee would not agree to any deviation 
from the adopted general design of the facade 
of the block of buildings where these premises 
wers situated, and asking them to fall in with 
the views expressed in the City Engineer's 
recent letter to them. The repiv of Messrs. 
Burton was that they would agree t» all the 
committee’s conditions provided they are per 
mitted to have Sicilian marble facias in place 
of limestone, “which looks dull and cheap.” 
Mr. Moloney, solicitor, appeared on behalf 
of Messrs. Burton, and pointed out that iis 
clients also desired to have pilasters of Nor- 
wegian granite instead of limestone, which had 
been decided on for this block of buildings. 
It, was pointed out by members that a pier, 
one-half of which was granite and the other 
half of limestone, would be unsightly,and the 
opmion was also expressed that Sicilian marble 
was unsuitable for this climate. 

Mr. Barry said that the trades of Cork 
would not permit the importation of granite. 
and the sooner Messrs. Burton realised. that 
importations would not be permitted the 
better. 

The committee decided to adhere to their 
decision to have piers of limestone, and re- 
ferred to a sub-committees to confer with 
Messrs. Burtons’ architect on the question of 
the facia. 

At a subsequent meeting a letter was read 
on behalf of Messrs. Burton that they were 
willing to forego granite in the pilasters if the 
reconstruction committee would meet them by 
allowing them to have Sicilian marble for the 
facia. 

It was agreed that the Town Clerk should 
write to the firm to the effect that the Cor- 
poration would raise no objection to the in- 
clusion of Sicilian marble in the facia pro- 
vided it was not semi-circhlar, the cornice and 
pilasters, as in the general design, to he 
followed. '

An inguest at Ballina on Nicholas 
Corcoran has been adjourned owing to the 
failure of three jurors to attend, Threaten- 
ing notices to jurots were posted on the 
cathedral railings on Sunday last. 

At an inquest in Nenagh yesterday on 
Patrick Hogan, who was shot in Silver 
street, witnesses swore thaí “a big 
soldier” struck & newsboy and fired 
“across his iace.” When Hogan asked 
the soldier why he hit the boy the soldier 
eroesed over to him and ordered him to 
put up his hands. Hogan said that his 
hands were up. The soldier then declared 
“T’ll make you put them up, you——"’ He 
fired two shots and Hogan fell. The in- 
quest was adjourned at ie request of the 
State solicitor. 

A report from Galway states that on St. 
Patrick’s Day a man wearing the uniform 
of a Free State soldier assaulted an ex- 
momber of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
whom he accused of getiing his brother 
shot and his house burned. The man 
dressed as a soldier is reported to have 
put his hand to his pocket; but & woman 
caught jis hand and said: “ We are not 
going to have any murder here.” Other 
women raised an alarm, and the man in 
the Free State uniform went away.

A BIG SOLDIER’S CONDUCT. 


‘An inguest wae opened and adjourned on 
Tuesday afternoon at the Nenagh Workhouse 
Boardroom by Dr. I. Courtney, Depaty 
Coroner, on Patrick Hogan, of Nenagh, who 
was shot dead on Monday night in Silver 
street, . 

The adjournment was granted at the request 
of Mr. James O’Brien, State Solicitor, who 
appeared for the military, in order to enable 
inquiries to be completed. 

‘Dr. A. Courtney stated that Hogan was 
dead when he examined his body. The bullet 
had entered the right breast, and, lacerating 
both lungs, had come out on the left side. 

Stephen Scallan, of John’s lane, Nenagh, 
newsboy, aged 15, stated that “a big soldier ”' 
rushed out of Carroll’s public-house, hit him 
with a revolver on the head, and asked him 
“ Who fired that shot?” Witness replied that 
he fired no shot, and the soldier said, “DT'ji 
blow your brains out,” and fired a shot 
ecross witness's face. Hogan was passing 
fiown at the opposite side of the street, and 
he shouted to the soldier, '“ What are you 
hitting the boy fíor?” The soldier then 
crossed the road, and witness ran into a house. 
In a few minutes a girl said that some one 
was shot, and witness, on going out, saw the 
dead body on the flags. 

Mrs, Kate Meara, of John’s lane, Nenagh, 
stated that she sat the soldier strike the 
boy; saw him go towards Hogam, and heard: 
him shout, “‘ Hands up !’’ Hogan stood figainst 
the wall and ssid, “‘ Haven't I them up?” The 
soldier said, “I'll make you put them up, 
you ——-,” and fired twice. After the second 
shot Hogan fell, and witness went into Mr. 
Clifford’s house, close by, to get some one to 
go for a priest. There was no one about at 
the time.

PASSING OF THE - 
LAND COMMISSION, 
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CONGESTED DISTRICTS 
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- 


The Irish Land Commission, which is 
probably the only Irish service not yet 
formally taken over by the Free State Govern- 
ment, will pass under the new régime on the 
31st of the present month. The Land Com- 
mission has hitherto been what is called a 
reserved service. On the 1st of April it will 
come formally under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, by which it is 
virtnally controlled at present. ' 

The future of the Land Commission is at 
the moment a matter of speculation, Nobody 
appears to know exactly what will happen, 
but it is naturally essumed that full details 
will be disclosed in the bill which Mr. Hogan, 
Minister for Agricuitare, will introduce in the 
Dail at an early date. tee 

The future of the Congested Districts Board 
is also anxiously discussed, but the general 
belief is that it also will. come under the, 
Ministry of Agricuitore. In this connection 
it may be recalled thet the President, in’ 
reply to a question in the Dail on the 7th 
inst., stated that it was intended to transfer 
certain officials of the Congested Districts 
Board who had been engaged on fisheries 
work to the Ministry of Fisheries which it 
is intended to establish. - 

NUMEROUS CHANGES. 

| As regards th: Tand Comntission, it is 
inevitable that, in comeequence of the partition 
of Ireland, many changes must take place. 
The Dail Eireann Ministry will deal with the 
Free State area only, and it is assumed that 
the work affecting the six Northern counties 
will be done in Belfast. 

There will naturally be changes in the 
personnel, and it is understood that several 
of the higher officials will retire. 

At present the Land Commission is con- 
stituted by two Judicial Commissioners—Mr. 
Justice Wylie and Mr. Justice Fitzgerald— 
with the Estates Commissioners, the Right 
Hon. Frederick Wrench, Sir E. O'Farrell, and 
Mr..C. H. Crookshank. 

it is understood that Mr. Justice Fitz- 
gerald, Sit E. O’Farreli, and Mr. Wrench are. 
retiring at the end of this mogth. Mr. Justice 
Wylie will probably continne the work of 
the Commission in the Free State, while Mr. 
Crookeshank, it is believed, will go to the 
Northern area to finish the work of land 
purchase there. , 

Sir Edward O'Farrell has been long asso- 
ciated with the Land* Commission, first as 
Registrar till 1903, when he became Registrar 
and Assistant Secretary to the Estates Com- 
missioners, a post which he held till 1908.

SHOOTING OF MR. BEALE. 

The story of the shooting of Mr. William 
Beale, of Zimgrove, Cork, was told et the 
inquest on him last gue.

Beale opened the hall-door, and Mr. Beale was 
at the end of the steps. He said, “ They shot 
me.” He walked up stairs and lay on the bed 
until he was removed to hospital. 

The lodge-keeper stated that he heard two 
shots and saw two men walking away. 

The medical evidence was to the effect that 
Mr. Beale had gunshot wounds in three perts 
oi his body. ‘There wae a wound in the palm 
of the left hand, and also on the tip oi the 
third finger. re was @ wound on the 
elbow joint. In the abdomen there was a 
through-and-through gunshot wound, the 
entrance being on the left lower part of the 
back, and the exit wonnd in front a little to 
the right. The intestines had been per- 
for in five places, and there was also per- 
foration of the mesenteric tissue, which sus- 
pends the intestines. The cause of death 
was heart failure, resulting from gunshot 
wounds. 

A verdict of death from the effects of gun- 
shot wounds, inflicted by some person or per- 
sons unknown was returned.

Revenue, in conjunction with the Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Customs and Excise, 
had made reciprocal arrangements modifying, 
ander certain conditions, the extent of tho 
Customs examination on arrival in the Free 
State and vice versa. 

He dealt with the case of a vessel arrivin 
in the Free State after the 31st inst., a 
described the procedure from her arrival 
within the limits of the port until her final 
clearance outwards to a port in Great Britain. 
Passengers, he said, are supplied with leaflets 
containing a list of dutiable and prohibited 
articles, and they are expected to indicate 
thercon the quantity of each description in 
their on. eir baggage is then 
examined by the Customs officers, and if no 
dutiable articles are concealed, the packages 
are delivered out of Customs, and the pas- 
sengers are free to proceed. 

first duty appertaining to the cargo is 
performed by the master, who furnishes a 
complete report of the entire cargo on board. 
This is a most important declaration, and a 
culpable error may be attended by a heavy 
fine. It is done at the Custom House, and 
applies to vessels in ballast as well as in 
cargo if from a port outside the Free State. 

THE IMPORTER’S DUTY. 

The next step is by the importer of the 
goods, who must make entry as required by 
the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876. furnish- 
ing the commercial designation as well as the 
description, the quantity, and the c.i.f. value. 
There are different forms of entry—viz., for 
goods free of duty, for dutiable goods for 
which: immediate delivery is required ‘by the 
importer, for goods to be warehoused in a 
bonded warehouge at the port of importation 
or at another port or place. There is also an 
entry for ad valorem goods, and another where 
payments of German reparation levy is in- 
volved. -Provision is also made in the Act to 
meet cases where the importer is unable to 
declare as to the contents of the packages by 
a document termed a “ Bill of Sight,”” under 
which the Customs officers make a complete 
examination of the packages, and appropriate 
entries can be put through: on the result of this 
examination. 3 

The question of the extent of the Customs 
examination of consignments of dutiable goods 
ie a most important one to the trading com: 
with reciprocal arrangements 
goods shipped from the bonded warehouses ere 
examined by the officers in charge, «nd on 
receipt of these goods with the necessary 
entry a modified examination will be regarded 
as sufficient. This is a very valuable con- 
cession to the trading community. 

FREE GOODS. 

It is not apprehended that the .carance 
of goods which are manifestly free will 
occasion any very considerable difficulty or 
deiay in delivery, particularly as it is under. 
stood that the shipping companies concerned 
undertake to enter all free goods. 

The procedure respecting clearance out- 
wards of ships and cargoes is comparatively 
simple, and, it is ‘anderstood, will be dealt 
with as regards the free portion of the cargo 
by the shipping companies concerned, thereby 
relieving the exporters from furnishing a 
specification for each consignment. It would 
be well, however, to bear in mind that 
neglect to furnish proper particulars to the 
shipping companies may be attended with 
considerable trouble, and possibly with the 
imposition of a fine on the delinquent ex.

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BANKRUPTCY COURT 
DISCHARGE. 


At the Bankruptcy Court, London, yeater- 
day, the discharge was granted, subject to 
the applicants consenting to judgment for 
£500, of the Hon. Reginald Ailwyn Fellowes, 
Neville Forth O’Brien, Harold Hallecombe 
Gordon, and Frederick Edward Owen Tootal, 
who had carried on business, in partnership 
with Gerard Lee Bevan, as stock and share 
brokers, at 1 Cornhill, London, E.C., under 
the style of Ellis and Co. 

The Official Receiver opposed the applica- 
tion on the grounds that the applicants’ assets 
were not of a value equal to 10s. in the £ on 
the amount of their unsecured liabilities and 
that each had contributed to his bankruptcy 
bv culpable neglect of his business affairs. 

This latter allegation was disputed by Sir 
Cassy Holdex, who represented the appli- 
cante. 

The Registrar said that the gravamen of 
the Official Receiver’s report was the allega- 
tion that the applicants’ neglect had contri- 
buted to the bankruptcy, the Official Receiver 
alleging that the applicants, being men of 

iness experience, had allowed their per- 
sonal interests to prevent them from exercis- 
ing collective and individual control of the 
policy of the firm. It might be that there 
should have been closer inspection of the 
firm’s books by the individual partners, but 
in his (the Registrar’s) opinion that was a Jong 
jump from that to holding that they had 
consciously allowed their personal interests to 
prevent their performing their duty, or that 
they acquiesced in Bevan’s doings in their 
own interests.

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MUNICIPAL TRADING 
SCHEMES, 
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SIR JAMES CRAIG’S 
APPEAL, 
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From OUR Own Corresponpent. 
BELFAST, Wednesday, 

The Belfast Corporation Bill, which confers 
varied and extensive powers upon the Cor- 
poration to construct and work additional 
tramways, to provide and work omnibuses, 
and to carry out other undertakings, cante 
before the Northern House. of Commons to- 
day, and received a second reading. 

The second reading of the measure was 
moved by Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh, who said 
that the Corporation were. seeking extensive 
powers. They had had twenty petitions 
lodged against the bill, and these petitioners 
tepresented two classes. First, the rate 
payers, who objected to the proposals pertain- 
ing to municipal tra“, These ratepayers 
thonght that it was .« right that the City 
Council shoula use «cir credit for trading 


by private enterprise, and that the outcome 
of such trading under civic control might 
result in @ loss. The second class of peti- 
tionere came from outside the city, from 
people who.were not concerned, as far as rates 
were concérned, but who thought that the 
Corporation had no right to secure powers to 
interfere with the work that they had carried 
out. 

The bill dealt with matters, the arrears of 
several years, requiring legislation, and was 
essential if they were to bring their local needs 
uptodate. There were several important mat- 
ters contained in the bill, which he hoped the 
House would agree to and allow to 
go” into Committee. One of these 
was the city tramways, which’ were owned by 
the Corporation. They were justly proud of 
the undertaking. Hon. members would, no 
doubt, know that when constructing tram- 
ways the“Corporation could not lay down lines 
to meet the requirements. for ten or twenty 
veats ahead. New eolonies were springing up 
in the suburbs, and the Corporation felt 
that the time had now arrived when, ao far 
as the financial suceéss was concerned, it 
would pay to construct these lines, which 
would be of great convenience to the le 
in the various localities. They had, naturally, 
opposition from the railway companies, where 
their lines ran parallel to the proposed new 
tramway lines, and also from the County 
Councils, which asked to be relieved of all 
expenses in the matter for footpaths. 

PROPOSED EXTENSIONS. 

Giving instances of the proposed new ex- 
tensions, the hon. member mentioned Dun- 
donald, along the road to which there was 
a great traffic daily. -It would be of great 
convenience there, besides proving a boon to 
the workmen who would be engaged on the 
building of the Parliament House at Stor- 
mont and the official who would eventually 
be placed there. They were also asking for 
powers to construct lines within the city, but 
e,did not anticipate there would be any 
vbjection to that. 

Rearing to the proposal to utilise omni- 
buses, Sir Crawford admitted that the clause, 
if passed hy the House, would i 
powers to the Corporation. ey could, if 
they so desired, run. omnibuses to Holywood, 
Bangor, Lisburn, Carrickfergus, and wherever 
they desired. That, he added, was not the 
intention of the Corporation, which, instead 
of putting down lines atthe moment, 
intended to use these omnibuses to carry on 
in the meantime until such time as it was 
convenient to put down lines, - He frankly 
admitted that to give the Corporation power 
to run tramways where they liked within a 
radins of twenty miles of Belfast would be a 
very dangerous thing. He asked them to let 
the matter go into Committee, where they 
could settle the details. It was.also proposed’ 
to acquire Hazelwood, which adjoined Belle- 
vue Gardens. 

As a result of the huge works constructed 
at the Gasworks, of which they were proud, 
they could now manufacture more gas than 
could be consumed in “Belfast. It was pro- 
posed to sell gas in outlying districts, which 
would be of great benefit to all. They also 
wanted to acquire the North of Ireland 
Chemical Works, which, he thought, should 
be a paying concern. Under Clause 46 the 
Corporation sought power to open . chemists 
shops, but they hed. arranged with the 
chemists that medicine could b procured at 
all times, so there would be no opposition so 
far as. that clause was concerned. 

MILK AND MEAT. 

Three clauses dealing with milk and meat 
were then referred to by the hon. member, 
who said that the Corporation did not want 
to interfere with the County Council inspec- 
tions, but wished to see that the milk and 
meat coming into Belfast for conswmption was 
pure and wholesome food. - He asked that 
dairies supplying milk to Belfast should be 
liable ‘to inspection at the source of supply. 
It was only such dairies that they wanted 
to inspect. He also spoke of the inspection 
at the city abbatoir, and made the 
statement that 20 per cent. of the 
cows passing through that establishment were 
suffering from tuberculoris to some extent. 
They wanted to have that detected, and the 
diseased meat removed. In view of the 
opposition wo the inspection clauses, he was 
suthorised to say that the Corporation were 
prepared to drop them, but he hoped that the 
Government would bring in a bill dealing with 
those very important matters. The citizens 
had a right to have a guarantee that they 
were receiving from the country sound meat 
and pure milk. 

Ther» was strong objection with reference 
to the clause dealing with coal, and this 
would also bo withdrawn if the House so 
desired. He apprehended that there would 
be no objection to the clauses relating to the 
sale of the markets, street widening, and 
other minor matters. 

Protessor Johnstone seconded, and em- 
phasised the hope that the Government would 
take up the question of the inspection of 
milk aná meat in the six counties. 

Mrs. Chichester stated that she was no 
longer opposed to the bill, as the clauses 
relating to rural areas were withdrawn. She 
hoped that the fact that such clauses had bees 
imserted in the bill would make local authori- 
ties mare vigilant in carrying out inspections.

_Aiter the raid, the landlord of the honse 
visited—for mg. years a court crier to a 
well-known Dublin judge—was placed under 
arrest, and removed to Oriel House.

ture, two typewriting machines, several 

ers arms and ammunition, and 
material for the manufacture of high explo- 
sives. 

It is stated that a meeting oí the 
Republicans was to have been held on Tues- 
day in North Great. George 's street. The 
Criminal <r pray sven Department knew of it, 
and visited the house shortly before the time 
arranged for the meeting.

Copies of the 
Daily Bulletin were being typed and dupli- 
cated by a man and three women. 

‘None of the workers was armed, and ‘all 
of them submitted quietly to arrest. 

Leaving a guard in the room and another 
at the hall-door, the raiders made a thorough 
search of the house. In the back parlour 
they discovered the agenda and correspond 
ence for the meeting, and underneath a loose 

ard in a comer of the room, hidden hy a’ 
carpet, were found a revolver, a sniping 
gun, and some ammunition. 

An examination of a shed at the back of 
the villa revealed a considerable quantity of 
material used in the manufacture of explo- 
sives. 

The visitors came singly or in pairs. A 
Criminal Invéstigation Department man 
i soar the door for them, and as they entered 
they were stopped at the point of the re- 
volver, and escorted to the back parlour—the 
Toom where the meeting was to have taken 
place. All were unarmed, but one resisted 
arrest: he was the “Minister of Publicity.’’ 

Finding himself at bay, he leaped at the 
man nearest to the door, which had been 
closed, and attempted to disarm him, but was 
overpowered. . 

About ten o'clock the prisoners, with the 
propagandist literature, ammunition, etc., 
were taken in motor lorries to Oriel: House. 
As they left North Great George’s street the 
women «prisoners laughed, cheered, and 
shouted, “Up, the Republic.”

THE GRADING OF IRISH BUTTER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMPS. 
| 81n,—From evidence before the Agricultural 
Commission and correspondence in the public 
Press it is obvious that two schemes are being 
suggested for the -branding, or grading, oi 
Irish. butter. Briefly stated, Scheme No. 1 
provides for the frequent ooiieg sl of. surprise 
samples of butter in commercial quantities, 
from. the participating creameries, to a suit- 
able centre where-it would be examined for 
purity and quality. When a creamery was 
foand to produce a high-grade butter con- 
sistently, it would then be awarded the use 
of a national brand, under which the produce 
of the creamery would be sold so long as the 
high standard was maintained. ; 

According to No. 2 Scheme, grading stations 
would be established at the principal ports, 
and about five per cent. of all the butter 
exported by the producers participating in 
the scheme would be retained for a short 
period, during which time-it would be graded 
according to quality. Copies of the grade 
note would be sent to both exporters and 
purchasers as soon as possible. 

Both schemes have been drawn up by re- 
sponsible bodies who have the best interests 
of the country at heart, and therefore merit 
serious consideration by all those connected 
with the industry. Unfortunately, up to the 
present most of the criticism has been de- 
structive, and many important points are in 
danger of being overlooked owing to one 
party's drawing attention to the defects in the 
other partys scheme. If, however, the 
schemes are examined from another stand- 
point, it will be apparent that both possess 
many good points which might with advantage 
be incorporated in one complete scheme that 
would suit all conditions. 

Under Scheme No. 1 samples of butter could 
be held in store for seven to ten days before 
being judged, so that latent defects, if any, 
would have time to develop before the scoring 
took piace. All creameries reaching a certain 
standard could, after a peried of probation, 
be anthorised to affix the national brand of 
uality to the butter and packages before the 
atter were despatched from the premises, 
There would be no interference with the butter 
in transit, with the possible exception of an 
occasional sample beinz taken as a special 
ae orasig em against the abuse of the brand. 
Sutter could be shipped from any port that 
suited the convenience of the exporter. For 
all those creameries producing one quality of 
butter only, and also for some of the larger 
private dairies, this scheme should be entirely 
suitable. i 

Scheme No. 2 would meet the case of cefitral 
creameries, where cream is churned separately 
for a number of separating stations, and when 
two or more grades of butter may be produced 
This scheme also 
would meet the case of blending factories, 
where, owing to the nature of the business, 
several grades of bntter are manufactured 
daily under normal conditiona Smaller dairy 
farmers, with an export trade, who might not 
be able.to submit samples in commercial 
quantities to surprise inspections, would also 
be catered for under this scheme, as would all 
other producers who manufacture more than 
one quality of butter on the same preniises, 
and on whom it would be placing too great a 
responsibility to ask them to decide every day 
the proportion of their output to which the 
national brand should be applied on their own 
judgment. 

It is evident that, after a probationary 
period, a large percentage of the creameries 
could be awarded the use of a national brand 
(under Scheme No. 1).on surprise butter in- 
spections alone. This would reduce the quan- 
tity of butter to be examined at the ports to 
smal] dimensions, and it might be possible, 
after a few years’ experience and hearty co- 
operation on the part of the producers, to dis- 
contmue this examination altogether. The 
export trade in Irish butter amounted to over 
30,000 tons during 1922, so that any false step 
at the present juncture would be a serious 
matter for the industry.—Yours, etc.,
